A POOR INVENTOR’S STORY. 


A Feortuae Lost in the Death of Co), 
James Fisk, Jr. 


[New York avn) 
{ay 1834 a sixteen year old bay, tired of 
the monotony of his country life, ran 
uway from his home in Duchess county, 
and came to New York and shipped be- 
fore the mast in the Caledonia, a liner be- 
tween New York and Glasgow. Among 
the passengers was Mr. Thomas B. Still- 
man, the Superintendent of the Novelty 
Works, He saw in the young sailor ev 
idences of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence and ingenuity, and invited him to 


tice. A few weeks later the boy was an 
apprentice in the boiler making and en- 


T. Freligh, whose namesake and nephew 
issthe proprietor of the historic Bowery 
Theatre, and whose brother is the mii- 
lionaire, Dr. Martin Freligh. 

When about twenty years old the 
young man ingented a tikes dress. He 
was an exper? swimmer and diver, and 
thought he could make something that 
would be an improvement on the diving 
bell. He had a glass helmet made, with 
an air tube connecting with two wooden 
force pumps which he made hiuself. 
Embarking with them in q flat boat, he 
went down to a depth of twenty-five feet. 
Going deeper he experienced difficulty 
in breathing under the presure of the 
water on his sides. He then made an 
India-rubber vest with steel ribs, and 
with this he was able to walk from the 
foot of Cedar street across the North 
river to the Sybil’'g Cave in Hoboken. 
He sold this apparatus to a Boston man 
or . 


ROBERT SCHUYLER’S MUNIFICENCE. 


Young Freligh served his time jin the 
Novelty works, and at the age of 21 was 
engaged by Robert Schuyler, then Gen- 
eral Superintendent of the Jersey City 
Ferry Company, and was to be paid 
$600 a year as an engineer on the ferry 
boats. The young man had not been 
long in his new position before he saw 
that an improvement might be made in 
the working of the fires. He accord- 
ingly invented the revolving grate, and 
it speedily took the place of the old flat 
grate in all the ferry boats, and was put 
into the steamship Kamschatka, which 
Schuyler was building for Nicholas of 
Russia. As a reward of merit, Schuy- 
ler gaye the inventor a lustrious pair of 
patent leather boots. 

About this time Croton water was in- 
troduced on the ferry boats. At first it 
was pumped into the boilers while cold, 
thus of course diminishing the steam 
and necessitating an increased expendi- 
ture of fuel. f'religh invented an apa- 
ratus by which the water in the tanks 
was heated by the waste steam toa temp- 
erature of 195°, thus saving ten per cent 
of the fuel. For this invention Schuy- 
ler gave him a double-barrelled ‘* stub 
and twist” shot gun. 

A MURDER, 


Not long after this a South American 
Spaniard, ane Gonzales, canye to 
this city to procure plans for a boat to 
navigate the rapids and shoals of the 
se Amazon. He saw Schuyler in re- 
lation to the boat. Schuyler spoke to 
Freligh as the man most likely to invent 
such aboat. He proved equal to the 
emergency, and soon invented a boat 
for the purpose, It was an ordinary hull 
mounted on 4 strong patform, the whole 
supported by three air tight cylinders 
which rested on the water. A model of 
this novel craft was made large enough 
to carry a boy, and a trial was made in 
the Morris Canal hasin. The model 
showed Wy yee a vessel capable of 
carrying 2, assengers would draw 
less than six inches of water. The Don, 
delighted, at once engaged Freligh to go 
to South America to superiniend the 
construction of the boats at a salary of 
$2,000 a year in additian to the $600 he 
was already receiving. Just before he 
and Gonzales were ready to start, the 
Spaniard one day went into a cigar store 
in Canal street, and was not afterward 
seen. It is believed that he was mur- 
dered for his money.
